On an information about the presence of 
PWG militants in village Kachnama, two pla¬ 
toons of CRPF alongwith civil police were deplo* 
yedinthe area on 3-3-2000 for special operation. 
After cordoning the village, the police party 
started searching the militants. Whilo they were 
doing so, they came tinder heavy firing and were 
pinned down. On being informed of it, Shri B. 
R. Singh, Commdt. alongwith others rushed to 
the spot. On reaching there, he planned an ope¬ 
ration and divided the Force into two groups— 
one headed by himself and the other by Shri P. 
C. Banga, Dy. Comdt. Shri Singh and his party 
managed to reach near the pin down section. Shri 
P. K. Jena, Constable of this party fired 
one riflo grenade. Thereupon the militants got 
panicky and came out in the open and fired ou 
the police party in a bid to escape. They wore 
chased by Shri Mohd. Naseem, Djya Ram, Con¬ 
stables and Shri B. K. Singh, LNK. These police 
personnel managed to kilt four militants and re¬ 
covered large quantity of arms/amns from them. 
Shri B. R. Singh fired one rifle grenade on ano¬ 
ther house. Thereafter, he and his party closed up 
on the militants. Shri Singh alongwith S/Shri S, 
A. Karim, Jai Narayan Pandey and Narcsh Kumar, 
Constables broke open the door of tho house 
where the militants were sheltering. Thereafter 
they came face to face with militants and a close 
fight including hand to hand combat ensued. 
In the close firing two militants were killed while 
Shri Karim got fatally injured and died on the 
spot. S/Shri Jai Narayan Pandey and Naresh 
Kumar sustained bullet injuries. Tte other po¬ 
lice party under the command of Shri P. C. Banga, 
DC gave tough resistance to the militant’s 
firing on the northern side of the village. Shri 
Banga and his party while moving towards a house 
noticed a militant aiming at Shri K. Fratap, Con¬ 
stable, he was immediately fired upon by S/Shri 
Banga, Abdul Rashid apd Arvind Singh.
